CANADIAN  INDIAN  CHIEF’S  MEDAL. 

Indian  Chief’s  Medal.  Youthful  bust  of  Geo.  III.  to  right;  rev., 
Royal  Arms.  La  Roux  832.  Betts  437.  Betts  gives  prob- 
able date  as  1762  and  says  they  are  supposed  to  have  been 
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struck  for  distribution  among  the  Indian  Chiefs  in  Canada 
at  the  close  of  the  French  and  Indian  war.  Practically  un- 
worn, showing  but  slightest  marks,  mostly  on  edge.  Pierced 
above  head  for  suspension  loop,  as  all  were.  Silver.  Size 
50.  Exceedingly  rare.  75.00.
